As the water creeps upon the houses 
it has been found accessary to remove 
faraillos to other place-sT The relief com- 
mittee In charge ot tbls work had to act arbi- 
trarily lu some c»«es and compel people to 
leave their houses, In two or.three cases the 
houses are now off their foundation! or 
washed away. There undoubtedly would 
havo been loss of lite If tbe people had bcon 
left to act In their owu behalf. Owing to the 
general lmpr»»lou here that the Hood would 
not exsetd last ye»' and suffering lees, con- 
tribution* are much slower in coming In, *nd 
hive now reached sboa&<35,000, exclusive of 
850,000 appropriated by the council. This 
has boep anticipated already.

confirm the report of the ct-ptura of Slnkat 
The cabinet Is painfully impressed. 
Probab- 


ly large reinforcements of troops and marines, 
will be Immediately dispatched to Egypt. It 
Is rumored now that Tokar has fallen Into the 
hands ot the rebels. 


The news ot tha fall of Slukat reached 


Suakim this morning, brought byja friendly 
Arab. The garrison made a sortie and for a 
long time successfully repulsed the rebel 
attack, but at last tbe attacking forces gained 
the advantage and completely destroyed the 
gaulson, except a few made prisoners. The 
fate of the women and children is unknown. 
The streets of Suakim present a heartrending 
appearance, being thronged with women 
weeping and walling, "Give us bread." - 


Further advices of the fall of Slnkat state 


that Tewfik Bey preferring death to surrender 
blew up the fortifications, spiked tbeguns and 
made a sortie. His 600 men were all m««sa- 
cred.

The court room was crowded 
with witnesses and spectators. Justice Elliott 
ot Monument was associated v,lth Justice 
Fields. 
Messrs. Williams and Campbell, the 


defendant's attorneys, objected to Justice 
Fields trying the case on the. ground that he 
had no jurisdiction, being the. attorney re- 
tained to prosecute the defendant and that 
he bad appeared In that capacity in Justice 
Plxley's court. It was also held that the law 
did not requhe the association of two justices 
in the trial of a murderer. The ground was

James Dobbyns testified to knowing Prig- 


more aud Taylor. Was present at tbe time 
of the shooting at Eastonvilte, on the utgbt 
of January 1st Was there at tbe dance.
